t it is commendable in people to 
be quiet and submissive, when resist- 
ance would only entail upon them ad- 
ditional sufferings. They must wait 
until their wrongs have 
ear of the general Government, which 
stands bound by the Constitution of 
the United States “to guarantee to 
them a republican form of govern- 
ment.“ Sooner or later this will be 
done. The weighty matters now upon 
the President and Congress have only 
diverted their attention. I have an 
abiding faith in the justice of the 
nation, That justice may be slow, but

About three o’clock on yesterday af-

Now that the Radicals have *

domestic habits. But falsehood having 
subserved its purpose, the 7ridune now 
says: 


There is much to admire in the domes- 
tic habits of the middle and even of the 
upper classes of the Southern people, and 
thisis most admired by those who, by a 
residence, have learned what these habits 
are. We refer to their simplicity, hospi- 
tality and natural kindness of heart. Per- 
haps their is no portion of the Caucasian 
race so little elevated above what dai — 
concerns the common masses of manki 
either by fortune or station, or whose na- 
tive goodness is less obscured by the 
fashions and manners of the day.” 


Thus has this hoary-headed calum- 
niator of the South given the lie to his 
own assertions. If this be true, and all 
who know the Southern people know 
it to be so, how grossly have the Tribune 
readers and the Northern Abolitionists 
been deceived, or how barbarous and 
malignant have they been in the treat- 
ment of the beaten South! This gleam 


of truth and justice to the South, break- 


ing through the clouds of Abolition ig- 
norance and malevolence engendered 
by the Jridune, shows the baneful ex- 


tent to which wilful falsehood and bar- 
-barism can be provoked or bribed by 


partisanism and fanaticism. The abov 
truth, taken from the Tribune, is an- 
other evidence to show that the sub- 
stratum of the late war, which wae 
a malevolent and innocent prejudice 
against the South, was created by sys 
tematic falsehood; aud that all the 
subsequent oppressive legislation foi 
the South is false, malignant and bar- 
barous. If the Abolition leaders are 
capable» of uttering such truths, is it 
imposible that the masses cannot be 
educated to act upon them? The in- 
famous Joux W. Forney, the editor 
of two\newspapers, the Press at Phila 
delphia and the Chronicle at Washing 


ton, for four years has been breathing 


the stinking vapors of his breath upon 
the South. He was the biggest, mangiest 
dog of the whole pack that was yelp- 
ing at the heels of the South. In bofb 
of his papers he raised the cry oj 
rebel,“ ‘‘traitor,’’ and rehashed the 
horrors of the late war“ Fort Ander- 
son, rebel prison pens, slave dri- 
vers, “blood hounds, negro massa- 
cres, with all the imaginary atrocities 
that the mind could conceive, were 
served out day by day to the mul- 
titude, until it became filled with 
fury against the South. If Forney 
told the truth in his papers, the late 
rebels were organized into secret bands 
who killed negroes for amusement, 
and Northern white men for plunder, 
or to gratify their vengeance; but now, 
since woe are agent for the sale of 
lands,“ how enchanting the view, and 
how lamb-like the Ku-Klux’s appear! 
A sudden change has come over 
the spirit of this veteran slanderer. 
He has recently engaged in the land 
business— proposes to sell Southern 
land to Northern capitalists—and now, 
that he can make money out of the 
people he has so long traduced, he 
says we are not as bad as he represented 
us tobe. He desecrates the pure soil 
of Virginia with his cloven hoofs 
and insults her noble people by 
sickening palaver and fulsome 
panegyric. The grand old Com- 
monwealth survived Fornery’s ridi- 
cule, abuse and falsehoods; but if 
she is now to be cursed with the 
odium of his good will, we fear her 
doom is sealed. The people of the 
South have, for the lastethree years, 
heen the victims of calamities as bitter 
as often falls to the lot of a subjugated 
people. They have experienced nearly 
all the evils known to hations—famine, 
military tyranny, villifleation, poverty, 
and suffering in all its varied forms, 
Whenever they expressed discontent, 
they were charged with being rebel- 
lious; whenever they besought their 
conquerors to remove some of the evils 
under which they suffered, they at 
once awakened a fresh storm of abuse, 
and experienced new forms of oppres- 
sions more humiliating and insufferable 
than before. But the tardy justice, which 
such slanderers as GREELEY and For- 
NEY have done our people, is the 
of that “sober second 
thought” which will soon be 
developed throughout the North among 
a people who must see that we have 
been crushed with a political tyranny 
unprecedented in the annals of history; 
that our patience has been tested as no 
other people’s were ever tested. For 
the sake of peace we have quietly borne 
insult added to insult. For the sake of 
peace we have quietly permitted our 
reputation to be truduced and slandered 
in the eyes of the whole world; our 
consclence fettered and cramped by the 
Spud of military despotism ; our 
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‘zens thrown into prison and re-

live in many instances, in — 
before irresponsible and unpeipci- 
ple drumhead courts; our eiti- 


fused trial by jury or to be made ac- 
’| quainted with the charges preferred 
against them: these and many other 
indignities have been heaped upon us 
| which have fully tested our powers of 
endurance, and which few people would 
have peacefully submitted to notwith- 
standing the South is to-day as loyal 
to the Constitution and the Union 
as the people of any State in the 
Union. We may despise some 
of the laws of Congress and the 


States, but we have not defied or dis- 


obeyed any one of them. We know 
what we when we declare that 
there is nothing in the form of 
faw which has been ordained as such 
by Congress or the State Legisla- 
tures that our people have not 
recognized. It is true we differ with 
these representatives of the people 
radically as to the justice of many of 
heir acts. We believe many of them 
unconstitutional, and probably many 
more unjust, but we recognize them all, 
and in good faith submit to them all. 
The charge that our people are now re- 
dellious, if by that charge is meant a 
purpose on their part to resist any law 
of Congress, is known by the miserable 
wretches who make it to be the basest 
of base calumnies. No people upon 
the face of the earth would bear with a 
patience and fortitude more striking 
than have the people of the South for 
the sake of peace borne, what they 
recognize as law, but what they believe 


to be oppressive and unjust. 


THE more our Radical rulers at- 
tempt to clear their skirts of blame in 
the school fund robbery, the closer cor- 
ruption sticks to them. The agitation 
has thrown to the surface some ugly 
facts, on which a disloyal and rebel- 
lious press is not indisposed to com- 
ment. It turns out that after the State 
Treasurer, through the pressure ex- 
erted by nearly all the leading mem- 
bers of the Legislature, transferred the 
school fund to RuTTER, every inquiry 
into the matter was productive of 
nothing but whitewashing. With un- 
blushing hardihood the Governor as- 
serted in a special message on the 10th 
of December, 1866, that until. within a 
few days he had never heard of the 
transfer, which occurred six months 
before. And in this message he spoke 
of it as simply a loan by the State, and 
was at pains to relieve the Legislature 
of censure by saying: I ö intend no 
reflection on the bank, as all hanks 
have a right to borrow and loan 
money in their legitimate opera- 
tions.“ This was whitewashing No. 
1. Afterward Legislators 
Bosson, ELLlorr and NoRMAN 
came to Memphis to investi- 
gate. They reported having been met 
by Mr. Rutter in a spirit of manly 
candor, exhibiting an earnestness to 
furnish the committee with the condi- 
tion of the bank and the evidence of 
its ability and purpose to meet at once 
the demands of the committee. The 
committee scrutinized the condition of 
the bank, and was impressed with its 
solvency. The final arrangement be- 
tween the committee and the bank re- 
sulted in the prompt payment by the 
bank of the sum of $346,052 60, twenty- 
three bonds of the State for $1,000 each, 
and satisfactorily arrangements for the 
payment of the balance.” This was 
whitewashing No. 2; but BrowNLow’s 
pet committee did not rest here. In a 
card prepared for Mr. Rurrer and in- 
tended to remove any suspicions that 
mightstill linger in the public mind, the 
members of the committee over their 
Wiicial signatures, take pleasure in 
saying they have been met with a 
jromptness on the part of the mana- 
cers of that bank truly commendable. 
Chey have met our demand, and we 
mve no hesitancy in saying that we 


cegard the bank entirely safe, and 


rust it may continue to do a prosper- 
us and profitable business. It has our 
vest wishes for its success, and we 
‘ball take an early occasion to present 
de subject to the Legislature in a most 
avorable light.“ This was white- 
washing No. 3. In January, 1867, the 
io vernor recommended a joint select 
ommittee of both Houses, with neces- 
ary powers, to once more overhaul 
be matter. It was necessary to 
make a showing of protecting 
‘he interests of the State. As 
ithe four members previously em- 
ployed had reported to please the Gov- 
ernor and convinee the public that 
everything was lovely, he recommend- 
ed them by name as suitable for a new 
committee, and suggested that a 
fifth be selected by the House. The 
fifth member was Mr. WIN, of Mont- 
zomery. The committee, as before, 
made a glowing report on the relations 
of the bank to the State, and promised 
another, which to this day has never 
been seen. Of course it was never 
made, This was whitewashing No. 4. 
These facts are from the official records, 
and furnish their own best comment. 
People can believe that this committee, 
composed of men known to be shrewd, 
were deceived by so silly a manipu- 
lator as RUTTER; or they can believe 
the various reports to have been made 
to please BrowNLow. Or they can 
believe them to have been the 
result of those péculiar appliances 
30 gratifying to the truly loyal, and 
used by PARHAM with such powerful 
effect on the other patriots. We are 
not so disloyal as to accuse the emi- 
nently virtuous Brown Low of being 
influenced by usworthy considerations 
in having this little transaction white- 
washed. It occurs to us that this jour- 
nal fully recognizes the virtues of that 
matchless official. But he may have 
had a few back - door friends less disin- 
clined to considerations that move 
the flesh. And the members of the 
committee may have also been afflicted 
with back-door friends not insensible 
to the blandishments of the root of all 
evil. That is all. The people pay their 
money and can take their choice. 

THE of our respected 
and valued friend of the Evening 
Ledger is evidently curdied, and he 
seems disposed to squeeze some of his 
own verjuice into our mliky nature. 
With a kind of touch-me-not air, a 
puffy say-nothing-to-me-or-I’1l-get-dig- 
nified gort of countenance, he frowned 
upon the AVALANCHE yesterday even- 
ing. With “the gushing wine“ of 
kindness we hope to dry up the 
sap of his asperity and to relax the 
rigidity of his features into a smile 
as sweet as that which the beau- 
tiful little girl on ‘tother side of 
the Hellespont lavished upon the web- 
footed, amphibious LEANDER.

Weare satisfied with 
our course, and so are our readers and 
the public, judging from the fact that 
we have a much larger circulation 
than any paper in Memphis or in 
the South. Time and experience 
will also teach our neighbor that 
the charge of desertion to princi- 
ple, and apostacy to party, is much 
more discourteous and offensive than 
the little harmlesss badinage which in 
his fastidious taste he politely calls 
“ vulgarity and billingsgate.”’ 

We see nothing in the Ledger’: arti- 
cle requiring an answer, and if his 
argument is the strongest that can be 
made against universal suffrage we are 
not surprised that the whole South is 
espousing the doctrine which we fore- 
saw six months ago was the only hope 
of the Southern people. In the South- 
ern States, as the Ledger well knows, 
the whites are in possession of nearly 
all the property. In all but two, they 
out number and can out vote the ne- 
groes. The wealthy whites are very 
intelligent, and are exceedingly skil- 
ful in the arts of political manage- 
ment. Their wealth gives them 
a great advantage. Even the 
negroes would concede to them the 
important offices, requiring experience 
and legal attainments. To admit that 
the whites have anything to fear from 
the blacks is anything but complimen- 
tary to them, and is a surrender of 
their claims to superiority. The ab- 
surd pretence that the exercise of the 
right of voting by negroes, who consti- 
tute only one-tenth of the Northern pop- 
ulation and less than one-third of the 
Southern population, will make them 
our rulers, is unworthy of notice. With 
a frequency and a flippancy which does 
“not comport with refined and ele- 
vated journalism,“ our neighbor twad- 
dles about our desertion to principle. 
We presume he has the National and 
State Democratic platforms be- 
fore him, and we would ask him 
to point out the principle we 
have abandoned—the plank we have de- 
sorted. Our factious neighbor is not the 
embodyment of all the political or- 
thodoxy of the country, and to disagree 
with him may be deserting vagaries 
that will keep our people in perpetual 
bondage; but itis no apostacy to the 
best interest of the South or to the 
policy which is now being generally 
adopted by our people. But we can 
well afford to smile at the Ledger's 
bulls of excommunication—its charge 
of treachery and desertion, since we 
find ourselves in Company with Gen- 
eral ROBERT E. LEE, who has recently 
espoused the cause of universal suffrage 
as the only mode by which peace can 
be given to the country.

NASHVILLE, February 12,—Governor 
Brownlow sent in his resignation to the 
General Assembly to-day, to take effect on 
the 25th instant, 

The report of Singletary's whitewashing 
committee in Richards’ case came up this 
morning in the House as a special order, 
and was, after a very brief discussion, re- 
ferred back to the committee, with in- 
structions to report; also, the resolution 
offered some days ago by Mr. White, of 
Greene, for Richards’ expulsion, and 
which had been referred to the white- 
washers. The school fund plunderers 
hoped to bury the resolution out of sight; 
but the House was in no humor for such 
jaggling. This action by the majority 
looked so bad for Richards that the white- 
washers hud to make a complete change 
in their tactics. They saw that it would 
be impossible to force through the 
resolution first reported, by which 
completely ex- 
honorated from even suspicion of blame. 


Zo when the House assembled in the after- 


noon Mr, Singletary announced that the 
committee was of the opinion that the 
House had no power to take cognizance ot 
| acts done by Mr. Richards prior to becom- 
ing a member of the House, and it would 
therefore recommend the rejection of the 
resolution looking to his expulsion. This 
Was an admission that the white-washing 
process had been abandoned and Mr Rich- 
ards’ only hope was now to show that the 
House had no jurisdiction. 

Mr. Taylor of Carter and Johnson, 
who is chairman of the original In- 
Committee, made a 
earefully prepared argument that 
Mr. Richards“ complicity in the school 
fund swindle was sufficiently proved by 
sworn testimony to warrant his eXpul- 

sion. Mr. White, of Greene, took the 
same view of the matter, basing his con- 
clusions on numerous extracts which he 
read from the sworn testimony of Messrs 
Rutter and Parham.

The weather continues very pleasant 
and business in our general market is 
brisk, especially im groceries and provis- 
ions, though there is scarcely any move- 
ment of consequence in cotton. Sugar is 
on the upward scale in consequence of an 
excited and ad vaneing market in New 
York, which intelligence was communi- 
cated to two or three of our leading houses 
this morning in the way of private dis- 
patches. Hard sugars are now held 1 to 
1e higher and an advance in Louisiana 
descriptions is anticipated. One of the 
New York dispatches received reported 
an excited market with hard refined Fe; 
prime Demarara, 18e; choice do., 15 e and 
syrups advanging. Doubt less the condi- 
tion of things in Cuba is considered more 
likely to result in short crops, the effect 
of which is to enhance prices of other des- 
criptions. Provisions remain firm and 
are fairly active. Large receipts of corn 
have brought about a decline, as exceed- 
ing the demand. Kk is ng to 
note the presence here at this time of mer- 
chants from along the line ofthe Mobile 
and Ohio and Memphis and Charleston 
Rallroads, who for several years past have 
traded exclusively in Lonisville and have 
at length learned that all things consid- 
ered, they can do much better in Memphis, 
One of these bought a bill of $6,000 to-day 
and another went into the market to the 
extent of $2,500, while we noticed also a 
single shipment of 3,600 pounds ‘groceries 
to Brownsville, on the Memphis and Lou- 
isville Railroad. Several days ago a Som- 
erville merchant bought a bill here for the 
first time in several years, amounting to 
$5,500. Arkansas merchants are well rep- 
resented in town and buying liberally but 
judiciously. In fact trade was better yes- 
terday and to-day than at any time since 
the holidays, and indications of continued 
activity are numerous. The wagon trade 
is very satisfactory. Our merchants are 
generally confident of a brisk and profit- 
able season. In dry goods there is little 
or nothing at present beyond filling out 
assortments, but it is not expected that 
there should be any movement in this 
branch at this period as being bet ween two 
seasons. 

The money market is quiet and easy, 
with the supply of exchange fair, but the 
demand greater than the amount making 
at the leading banks. There is little or 
no currency coming In. New Orleans ex- 
change is M per cent, off buying and par 
to & per cent. selling.
